Q. — I’vo been reading in 
the paper about the troubles 
of Pan American Airways 
and see the government lias 
Just turned down their re¬ 
quest for a subsidy. I’m a 
.shareholder of Pan Am, and 
I think the company should 
have a subsidy. Don't you 
think it is needed? 

A. — The problems in Pan 
American are very' complex 
and involve both the busi¬ 
ness of operating the airline 
and government policy on 
botli the domestic and in¬ 
ternational lev'els. Because 
our government has itself 
highly involved in the oper¬ 
ation of the airline, I be- 
liev'e a temporary' .subsidy 
might he in order, but it 
should be for a definite 
ammint and a definite per¬ 
iod of time.

The 
Wall Street Journal carrip<l 
a .stoiy' that Pan Am pays a 
landing fee of S4,R17 for a 
757 in Syd.nGy, Australia, 
while the Australian lin.'’ 
pays $178 to land in Los

than its national carrier 
competitors. Pan Am has 
asked for authority' to 
change .some fares and some 
routes.

Your efforts are helping to save elec¬ 
tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv¬ 
alent of about one-half million 
barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
jjlants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commis.sion has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig¬ 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util¬ 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut bLick a total of 15%. 

Immediate Action Urged 

The order calls for additional, volun¬ 
tary conservation efforts by all Edison 
customers to achieve this 15% reduc¬ 
tion in electric usage. 

Mandatory Curtailment 

The order also requires certain 
niandatory reductions for commercial 
and industrial customers, and a few 
mandatory cutbacks for residential 
customers. Theelimination of out¬ 


door decorative lighting and the oper¬ 
ation of fountains applies to residential 
as well as all othercustomers. However, 
commercial and indu.strial customers 
a re also restricted i n t he i r use of ad ve r- 
tising lighting, functional outdoor 
lighting, electricity used for public 
gatherings, indoor business lighting, 
and heating and cooling at variance 
from prescribed levels. Detailed sug¬ 
gestions to help business firms and 
factories meet the mandatory restric¬ 
tions will be mailed to them. 

You're probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home. Here 
are some suggestions. 

How to Measure Electricity 

Electricity is mccisured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,000 watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. Eor ex¬ 
ample, a 100-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 

Last yearour average residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That’s about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day. 


Keep Your Heat Down 

If you’ve set your heater's thermostat 
down to 68° you’re saving kilowatt- 
hours already (and if you lower your 
thermostat more when you go to bed, 
you'll cut back even more). Even if 
your space heating is not electric, it 
probably uses electricity to circulate 
air through your home or apartment. 
So lowering your thermostat will con¬ 
serve it.

You Can Reduce Kilowatt-Hours 
by Cutting Back on Your 
Use of Appliances 

Listed below are some typical appli¬ 
ances cind the amounts of electricity 
they use. 

As you can see, a color TV set uses 
about 1/3 KWH per hour. Use it three 
hours less, and you've saved one 
KWH. 

A clothes washer uses 1/3 KWH per 
load. An electric dryer uses 3-1/3 
KWH. You can save kilowatt-hours 
if you delay doing a wash until you 
have a full load. 

An automatic dishwasher uses one 
KWH per load. By waiting to use the 
dishwasher until it’s full, you’ll re¬ 
duce the number of times you use it 
and save still more kilowatt-hours.

Nearly $2 billion of assessed value on the 1974-75 
county assessment rolls is exempt from property taxation, 
including $730,463,000 in the County of Los Angeles. Hoard 
of Equalization chairman 
George R. Reilly reported. 

The exemptions for vet- 
eran.s, cii.urciies, colleg e .s, 
schools, hospital.s and chari¬ 
table properties total $1,951,- 
619,000, compared with $1,- 
827,305,000 for 1973-74, an in¬ 
crease of mere than $124 
million. 

Reilly noted that these ex¬ 
emptions, ‘'Jiowver meritor¬ 
ious many are,” represent a 
lo.ss in roveniuo for tlie use 
of local government. '‘Every 
exemption also no.S’ults in a 
sliift of the tax burden to 
r.llior taxpayers; according¬ 
ly, the entire program neccl.s 
to be carefully reviewed to 
redefine organizations and 
prapertios which, qualify for 
the exemption.” 

Prnnortios wliich cn.ioy ex- 
cm.ption from taxes include 
nonprofit religious, ho.spital, 
charitable, and certain 
scientific organizations. Ttie 
Board of Equalization is tli- 
rectly involved in the ad- 


niini.stration ot this pro¬ 
gram. Every claim for the 
(exemption must be filed 
with tiie a.s.sessor, but ttie 
a.s.S('.3.sor cannot grant the 
exemption until tly' board 
has reviewed and approved 
tl-.e claim.

A generation ago young men were urged to go west 
to seek their fortunes and futures. Today young men and 
women are being told to go south. 

Recent Census Bureau reports show the seventies 
represent a decade of southward migration surprising in 
scope. Dixie has Ireen an area of outward migration to 
the northern and northwestern metropolitan centers for 
many decades. 

But from April 1970 to July of 1973 there was a net 
migration to the South of 1,428,000. The West, traditionallj. 
the destination of moving Americans, attracted only 7o0,- 
000, in comparison. The Northeast, the most congested 
section of the country, actually lost a net of 50,000 persons. 

The North Central States lost oven more heavily - 
almost ,300,000 more Americans left this area than moved 
into it. Thus the South is now growing from migration
